GENEVA,  April  10.— Some  details 
concerning  the  evacuation  of  Odessa 
by  the  Allies  have  been  received  here 
from  Bucharest.  These  are  to  the  ef- 
fect that  the  Allied  army  was  over- 
whelmed by  the  Ukrainian  soviet 
troops,  who  outnumbered  them  six  or 
seven  to  one.* 

The  Allies  fought  stubbornly  in  the 
streets  for  many  hours,  but  finally  re- 
treated to  the  port,  where  they  were 
rescued  by  Allied  ships.  .

OTTAWA,  April  10. — Details  of 
Canada's  war  expenditure  were  laid 
before  the  House  today.  There  was 
under  discussion  a  resolution  pre 
sentlng  a  bill  to  appropriate  $350. 
000,000  for  expenditure  arising  from 
the  war. 

Up  to  the  end  of  last  month.  Sir 
Thomas  White  informed  the  House, 
the  estimated  cost  of  the  war  to 
Canada  was  $1,277,273,000,  and  the 
cost  up  to  the  end  of  the  present  fin 
anclal  year  would  be  In  the  neigh- 
borhood of  a  billion  and  a  half. 

t  of  the  $360,000. 
000  appropriated  will  go  to  the 
Militia  Department  for  expenditure 
chiefly  out  of  the  demobilisation. 
For  this  department  there  will  be 
required  approximately  $375,000,- 
000,  of  which  $184,000,000  will  be 
expended  in   Canada  and  $91,000,- 


Sir  Thomas  laid  stress  on  the 
necessity  of  export  trade  and  of  fur- 
nishing credits  to  Allied  countries 
for  purchases  in  Canada.  There 
was  some  criticism  by  Opposition 
members  in  this  connection. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Jacobs,  of  Montreal, 
argued  that  Roumania  (with  which 
a  credit  of  $25,000,000  has  been  ar- 
ranged) was  on  the  verge  of  bank- 
ruptcy and  threatened  with  Bolshe- 
vism. The  leader  of  the  Opposi- 
tion thought  that  the  Belgian  Gov- 
ern ment  should  establish  a  credit 
of  cash  as  security  with  some 
responsible  financial  institution  in 
Belgium. 

Sir  Thomas  White  replied  that  he 
did  not  expect  the  war  was  going 
on  forever.

PARIS.  April  10.— The  Chamber  of 
Deputies  today  discussed  the  report 
of  the  special  committee  on  repara- 
tions for  war  damages  and  adopted 
20  articles  0$"  the  report  during  the 
forenoon  session. 

The  expenses  of  France,  the  report 
says,  will  be  enormous,  and  the  bur- 
den should  He  entirely  on  Germany. 
Reparation  for  France  must  be  claim- 
ed, with  the  right  of  priority,  because 
of  its  urgent  character.  It  is  admit- 
ted that  Germany  may  not  be  able  to 
pay  Immediately  In  cash  t  r  raw  ma- 
terials, and  it  is  declared  that  France 
therefore  must  work  out  a  financial 
plan  in  order  to  permit  reconstruc- 
tion of  various  phases  of  French  life 
to  continue  without  a  halt.

ARCHANGEL.  April  10.— In  view 
of  the  situation  which  has  developed 
among  the  United  States  troops  in 
Archangel,  official  circles  are  im- 
pressed with  the  necessity  of  prompt- 
ly relieving/  the  United  States  soldiers 
who  are  now  in  North  Russia. 

The  soldiers  have  interpreted  the 
Washington  statement  that  they  will 
be  relieved  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment  as  meaning  not  later  than 
June  1,  by  which  time  they  believe 
navigation  at  Archangel  will  prob- 
ably be  opened.  A  company  of  U.  8. 
troops  recently  showed  .some  hesita- 
tion in  returning  to  the  fighting 
fronts  south  of  Archangel,  declaring 
that  the  war  with  Germany  was  over 
and  that  the  United  States  was  not 
at  war  with  the  Bolsheviki.  The  regi- 
mental commander  in  a  speech  said

This  Incident  was  only  the  out- 
cropping of  what  seems  to  be  the 
general  feeling  among  United  States 
troops,  officers  as  well  as  men.

War  Department  issued 
official    statement  confirming 
elated  Press  advices  from  Archangel 


LONDON,  April  10.— Field  Marshal  Sir  Douglas  Halg,  in  hia 
final  dispatch,  made  public  today,  presents  a  review  in  detail  of  the 
expansion  and  achievements  of  the  British  army,  with  remarkable 
facts  and  figures.  He  treats  the  operations  of  the  Western  front  as 
a  single  continuous  chain,  in  which  can  be  recognized  the  same  general 
features  and  necessary  stages  that,  between  forces  of  approximately 
equal  strength,  have  marked  all  the  conclusive  battles  of  history. 

"The  high  water  mark  of  our  fighting  strength  in  infantry,"  says 
the  British  commander,  "was  only  reached  in  two  and  a  half  years 
of  conflict,  by  which  time  heavy  casualties  had  already  been  incurred. 
It  was  not  until  midsummer,  1916,  that  the  artillery  situation  became 
even  approximately  adequate  to  the  conduct  of  major  operations. 

"During  the  Somme  battle,  artillery  ammunition  had  to  be 
watched  with  the  greatest  care.  During  1917  ammunition  was  plenti- 
ful, but  the  gun  situation  caused  anxiety.  It  was  only  in  1918  that 
artillery  operations  could  be  conducted  without  any  limiting  consid- 
eration beyond  that  of  transport. 

"The  margin  with  which  the  German  onrush  of  1916  was  stemmed 
was  so  narrow,  and  the  subsequent  struggle  was  so  severe,  that  the 
word  'miraculous'  is  hardly  too  strong  a  term  to  describe  the  recov- 
ery and  ultimate  victory  of  the  Allies. 

"The  breakdown  of  Russia  in  1917  probably  prolonged  the  war 
by  a  year,  and  the  military  situation  in  Italy  in  the  Autumn 'of  1917 
necessitated  the  transfer  of  five  British  divisions  to  Italy  at  a  time 
when  their  presence  in  France  might  have  had  a  far-reaching  effect."

Sir  Douglas  records  the  interesting 
fact  that  more  than  half  the  British 
casualties  in  the  fighting  of  1918  oc- 
curred during  the  five  months  from 
March  to  July,  when  the  Allies  were 
on  the  defensive. 

"The  rapid  collapse  of  Germany's 
military  powers  in  the  latter  half  of 
1018."  he  says,  "was  the  logical  out- 
come of  the  fighting  of  the  previous 
two  years.  It  would  not  have  taken 
place  but  for  that  period  of  cease- 
less attrition  which  used  up  the  Ger- 
man reserves,  it  Is  In  the  great  bat- 
tles of  1916  and  1917  that  all  have 
to  seek  for  the  secret  of  our  victory 
in  1918."

Cavalry  Useful 

With  respect  to  the  use  of  cavalry, 
Sir  Douglas  Halg  contends  that  in  the 
light  of  full  experience  of  the  war. 
the  decision  to  preserve  the  cavalry 
oorps  hss  been  completely  Justified. 

"It  has  been  proved,"  he  adds, 
"that  cavalry,  whether  used  for 
shock  effect  under  suitable  conditions, 
or  as  mobile  Infantry,  have  still  an 
Indispensable  part  to  play  In  mod- 
ern war.  Moreover,  It  cannot  be 
safely  said  that  in  all  future  wars 
the  flanks  of  the  opposing  forces  will 
rest  on  neutral  states  or  Impassable 
obstacles." 

The  Field  Marshal  devotes  a  spe- 
cial section  to:  "Why  we  attacked 
whenever  possible."  In  which  he  says: 

"The  object  of  all  war  Is  victory, 
and  a  purely  defensive  attitude  can 
never  bring  about  a  successful  de- 
cision." 

He  emphasises  that  the  defence 
role  sooner  or  Ister  produces  a  low- 
ering of  morale,  while  the  defender 
becomes  almost  entirely  Ignorant  of 
his  opponents'*  dispositions  and 
plans.  This  was  exemplified  in  the 
fighting  of  1918. 

So  long  as  the  enemy  was  at- 
tacking, he  obtained  fairly  full  in- 
formation regarding  our  dispositions," 
says  Sir  Douglas.  "But  so  soon  as  he 
was  thrown  on  the  defensive  and  the 
Initiative  returned  to  the  Allies,  he 
was  kept  In  comparative  ignorance 
of  our  plans  and  dispositions,  and  the 
Allies  were  able  to  effect  many  sur- 
prises, both  strategic  and  tactical."

OTTAWA.  April  IS. — A  memoran- 
dum tabled  In  the  Common*  today  by 
Major-Oeneral  8.  C.  Mewbum,  Minis- 
ter *f  Militia,  fives  details  of  the  war 
activities  of  the  Department  of 
Militia  and  Defence  from  January  1, 
1918,  to  November  IS,  1318,  or  four 
days  after  the  armistice  war  signed. 

The  most  interesting  feature  of  the 
memorandum  Is  a  tabulated  state- 
ment showing  by  province*  the  num- 
ber of  men  who  volunteered  for  mili- 
tary service,  aa  well  as  the  number 
secured  by  the  operatlone  of  the 
Military  Service  Act.  Volunteer*  to- 
talled 466.984.  and  draftees  88.356. 
By  provinces  they  were  as  follows:  ,

SACRAMENTO,  Sal..  April  10. —

Speculation  as  to  Whether 
Special  Session  of  Congress 
Will  Need  His  Presence  in, 
Washington, 


PARIS,  April  10. — While  the  ses- 
sions of  the  council  of  four  are  occu- 
pying the  chief  attention  of  President 
Wilson,  yet  those  close  to  th*  *yrasl- 
dent  who  have  seen  him  In  recent 
days  say  he  Is  giving  serious  consider- 
ation to  the  condition  of  public  affairs 
In  the  United  States,  particularly  the 

Hltmiflnn    rr«a*«d    hv    tha    full  lira  nf 

appropriation  bills  and  the  necessity 
for  calling  an  extra  session  of  Con- 
gress. 

It  is  known  that  some  of  the  Presi- 
dent's advisers  are  of  th*  opinion  that 
a  call  should  be  Issued  at  a  very  early 
date,  so  as  to  permit  th*  hew  Con- 
gress to  assemble  in  perfect  organi- 
sation by  June  1  and  complete  th* 
appropriation  bills  before  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year.  Should  this  prevail,  it 
would  require  an  early  call  In  order 
to  permit  the  usual  period  for  as- 
sembling, but  it  is  not  known  that  It 
will  prevail,  for,  while  the  President 
is  listening  to  these  counsels,  he  has 
given  no  Intimation  of  th*  course  he 
Intends  to  pursue. 

Several  new  factors  have  recently 
entered  Into  the  consideration  of  this 
subject  here.  One  is  the  departure  of 
the  military  committee  of  th*  new 
Congress  for  Europe,  and  it  Is  fore- 
seen that  th*  committee,  which  is 
chiefly  Interested  in  the  appropriation 
bills,  cannot  make  th*  visit  and  g*t 
back  much  before  Juno  1. 

Another  phase  Is  th*  conclusion 
that  the  usual  method  of  extending 
appreciations  beyond  June  80  by 
concurrent  resolution  of 
not  suffice  In  th*  present 
ditlons  are  so  entirely  changed  from 
a  war  to  a  peace  basis  that  th*  former 
appropriations  are  not  applicable  to 
the  present  conditions. 

This,  it  is  believed,  will  make  ne- 
cessary entirely  new  appropriation 
bills,  requiring  considerable  time  for 
their  detailed  elaboration. 

The  fact  that  the  United  State* 
transport  George  Washington  has 
been  ordered  to  proceed  to  Brest  has 
given  rise  to  the  suggestion  that'  It 
was  the  situation  at  home  rather 
than  in  Europe  whlcU  might  require 
the  early  return  of  President  Wilson 
to  America.  But  according  to  the 
view  of  those  In  the  confidence  of 
th*  President,  his  physical  presence 
in  Washington  Is  not  essential  to  the 
meeting  of  Congress  or  until  the  end 
of  June,  when  the  appropriations  bills 
will  be  ready  for  his  signature.  It  is 
contended  that  the  call  for  an  extra 
session  can  be  Issued  here  and  the 
work  of  the  new  Congress  proceed 
without  the  President's  attendance. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  no  president 
had  personally  appeared  before  Con- 
gress until  President  Wilson  created 
the  new  departure,  and  it  is  held 
that  he  could  revert  to  the  custom 
of  his  predecessors  In  issuing  oalls 
and  transmitting  messages  without 
his  personal  presence. 

The  final  decision  depends  largely 
on  the  progress  of  the  peace  confer- 
ence, as  the  situations  at  Washington 
and  Paris  are  so  linked 
they  are  more  or  less 
each  other. 

President  Wilson  attended  th* 
morning  and  afternoon  sessions  of 
th*  council  today.

Population  of  Canada  Is  Set 
Down  at  5,242,000  by 
Enumeration  Made  Last 
June— Many  Alierfs. 


OTTAWA.  April  10. — The  final  re- 
port of  the  board  ot  registration, 
which  on  June  1,  1*18,  took  a  census 
of  ull  persona  in  Canada  over  the-  age 
of  16  years,  in  order  that  the  full 
resources  of  the  Dominion  might, be 
mobilized  for  the  prosecution  of  the 
war.  was  tabled  in  Parliament  today. 
It  in  an  elaboration  of  the  interim  re- 
port made  public  last  Autumn,  with 
tinal  figures  as  to  the  registration. 

The  report  shows  that  on  June  22, 
the  number  of  persons  who  registered 
was  5,040.516,  of  whom  2.672,962 
were  males  and  2.4S7.554  females. 
In  addition,  202,075  persona  were 
registered  subsequent  to  registration 
day.  The  total  cost  of  the  registra- 
tion to  the  Dominion  was  $361,070. 

The  number  of  persona  of  alien 
birth  who  registered  was  divided 
among  the  provinces  as  follows:* 

Nova  Scotia,  7.2S0;  New  Brunswick, 
3,723;  Prince  Edward  Island,  279; 
Quebec.  4«,379;  Ontario,  109,645; 
Manitoba.  30.805;  Alberta.  60,649; 
British  Columbia.  63,479;  Saskatch- 
ewan. 48.921. 

Of  persona  of  foreign  birth  who 
registered,  United  States  citizens  led 
with  a  total  of  109,093.  Hungarians 
totalled  70.601:  Chinese.  47,102;  Rus- 
sians, 42,104;  and  Italians.  27.107.

FRANCE  DEMANDS 
FULL  REPARATION 


Senator  Cheron,  in  Petit  Par- 
isien,  Insists  That  Germany 
Must  Eventually* Bear  Whole 
Cost  of  War, 


is 


Financial  News  Accuses  Do- 
minion Government  of  Illib- 
erally and  Unfair  Dealing 
With  Companies  in  Canada. 


MONTREAL,  April  10.  —  English 
financial  comments  on  tho  Canadian 
Pacific  annual  report  show  ,ho  in- 
terest being  taken  in  Canadian  affairs. 
The  Financial  News  says  In  the 
course  of  an  article: 

"Despite  the  most  scrupulous  prac- 
tice of  .economy,  as  evinced  by  the 
figures  quoted,  the  company  lost 
heavily  in  net  revenue  and  surplus 
protecting  its  dividends,  yet  1b  de- 
prived of  the  enjoyment  of  even  this 
attenuated  surplus,  for  it  has  been 
placed  In  reserve  to  meet  the  special 
taxes  imposed  by  the  government. 
These  special  taxes  were  imposed  to 
meet  objections  urged  against  the 
participation  of  the  company  in  the 
enlarged  rates  authorized  a  year  ago. 
These  objections  were  based  on  the 
assumption  that  the  resulting  addi- 
tional revenue  from  the  higher  rates 
would  in  the  company's  case  have  the 
effect  of  supplementing  iJs  substan- 
tial surplus  Income  after  the  pay- 
ment of  fixed  charges  and  dividends. 

"We  see  now  how  grotesque  that  as- 
sumption was  on  .the  part  of  trade 
bodies  and  individuals  who  made  the 
representations  ta  the  Government. 

After  demonstrating  the  effect  of 
the  special  taxes,  the  article  con- 
tinued: 

"f he  Government  might  plead  that 
while  it  has  been  grudging  and  un- 
generous to  a  powerful  corporation 
like  the  C.P.R.,  its  good  faith  in  re- 
lation to  the  railways  In  general 
should  be  regarded  as  established. 

"The  impression  created  is  quite 
the  contrary.  We  see  that  Govern- 
ment so  fearful  of  giving  a  measure 
of  justice  to  the  railways  which  the 
United  States  freely  gave,  that  ad- 
vances In  rates  which  Just  sufficed  to 
enable  the  GranJ  Trunk  to  cover  its 
fixed  charges  last  year  were  coupled 
in  the  case  of  the  CP.R.  with  pro- 
visos that  have  proved  confiscatory. 
Thus,  In  practice  the  Government 
that  is  willing  to  be  fair,  even  gener- 
ous, proves  itself  reluctant  to  move 
In  the  direction  of  simple  Justice  and 
illiberal  In  the  granting  of  conces- 
sions when  it  can  no  longer  withhold 
them." 


PARIS,  April  10.— "Full  Justice  and 
complete  reparation:  that  Is  what 
France  wants." 

Under  this  caption  the  Petit  Parls- 
len,  the  most  widely  circulated  news- 
paper In  France,  prints  today  an  ar- 
ticle by  Senator  Henri  Cheron,  de- 
claring that  an  essential  principle  of 
common  law  in  all  civilized  countries 
is  that  a  person  causing  damage 
must  make  it  good,  and  arguing  that 
similarly  Germany  must  pay  not  only 
for  the  damage  she  caused  and  the 
pensions  of  war  sufferers,  but  must 
eventually  bear  the  cost  of  the  war. 

"Any  solution  contrary  to  this 
would  be  to  perpetuate  the  most  mon- 
strous injustice  in  history,  and  in  ad- 
dition would  involve  our  ruin. 

"In  addition  to  pecuniary  repara^ 


tion,"  continues  the  writer,  "there  is 
moral  reparation.  It  is  true  that 
there  are  voices  raised  against  the 
Infliction  of  a  Judicial  penalty  upon 
the  wretched  ex-Emperor  William, 
who  knowingly  was  the  author  of  the 
death  of  so  many  millions  of  human 
beings,  but  public  opinion  demands 
guarantees  against  a  renewal  of  the 
crime." 


MUST  UTILIZE  LAND 

FOR  PUBLIC  BENEFIT 

LONDON,  April  10.— (Reuter's.)  — 
Lord  Leverhulmc.  addressing  the  Co- 
lonial Institute,  said  that  had  Great 
Britain  consented  to  return  the  Ger- 
man colonies  she  would  have  been  a 
party  to  the  greatest  crime  against 
her  kinsmen  in  the  Dominions.  Brit- 
ain would  also  have  sacrificed  the 
welfare  of  the  natives  of  those  col- 
onies, and  would  have  dismembered 
the  empire.  He  emphasized  the  point 
that  the  empire  bad  been  built  up, 
not  by  governments  or  thd  Colonial 
Office,  but  by  individuals. 

He  aaid  the  eighteenth  century 
method  of  colonization  was  to  kill 
the  backward  races.  There  was  a 
danger  today  of  pushing  to  the  otter 
extreme  of  maudlin  sentimentality 
and  conceding  the  natives  rights  to 
land  that  would  not  be  recognised  for 
a  moment  if  claimed  by  a  British 
duke  in  relation  to  his  broad  acres. 
The  necessities  of  mankind  required 
the  use  of  the  land  for  the  benefit  of 
all,  and  the  way  had  been  cleared 
for  the,  breaking  up  of  large  estates 
in  Britain.  An  opportunity  for  cul- 
tivation of  the  lands  overseas  must 
be  granted  with  the  same  fullness  as 
was  applied  to  the  acres  of  any  duke 
in  Britain.  The  highest  interests  of 
the  natives  could  only  be  achieved  by 
opening  up  British  lands  to  BrHlsh 
colonists. 

Sir  Gerald  .  Strickland,  ex-governdr 
of  New  South  Wales,  said  that 
Britain's  var  Indebtedness  could  be 
met  if  her  tropical  possessions  were 
properly  used.  Mesopotamia  could 
alone  pay  the  cost  of  the  war. 


GERMAN  TURMOIL 


STILL  INCREASES 


Government  Troops  Reported 
in  Control  at  Essen — De- 
mand for  Ledebour's  Re- 
lease—Spartacans  Active, 


BERLIN*.    April   10.  —  Government 
troops  are  reported  to  have  entered 
Essen  and  to  have  occupied  the  Krupp 
plant,  which  according  to  previous  re 
ports  had   been   seized   by   the  Essen 
Strikers.     The   troops   posted  artillery 
and  machine  guns  at  the  entrances  to 
the  plant.    The  result  of  the  Interven 
tion  by  the  government  forces,  the  ad 
vices  state,  was  that  two-thirds  of  the 
workmen  resumed  their  labors. 

The  people  of  Essen,   the  message 
adds,  became  greatly  excited  during  the 
operations  of  tho  troops,  tho  latter  hav 
ing  thrown  hand  grenadea  Inta  the 
crowd  plundering  a  baggage  van.

— Diplomatic  re- 
lations have  been  established  between 
the  Russian  and  Bavarian  Soviet  gov- 
ernments, according  to  the  Zwelfuhr- 
blatt. 

As  late  as  April  8  the  Russian 
Soviet  government  had  not  got  into 
touch  with  the  Bavarian  soviet  au- 
thorities, according  to  a  wireless 
message  of  that  date  from  Nikolai 
Lenlne.  the  Bolshevlki  premier,  who 
sent  a  message  to  Bela  Kun,  the 
Hungarian  revolutionary  leader,  ask- 
ing him  to  send  details  of  the  revo- 
lution in  Bavaria.  "We  have  only  the 
barest  announcement,"  Lenine's 
sag*  said.

E  DM  O  NHO  N,    April    10.— A  class 
of  ten  new  public  health  nurses  has 
been  started  at  Edmonton,  taking  a 
special  course  provided  by  the  Pro- 
vincial  Government   at   the  Unlver 
slty  for  me<1!cal  inspection  of  school 
children     and     baby  welfare  work 
Four  nurses  already  have  been  grad 
uaterl  In  this  work,  and  hove  been 
((."signed  to  different  centres,  where 
they  carry  on  baby  welfare  Instruc- 
tion week-ends  and  in  the  meantime 
make    excursions    through    the  sur- 
rounding districts  to  different  schools 
examining  children. 

This  Is  the  Inception  of  the  new 
health  work  under  the  department 
created  at  this  session  with  Hon.  A. 
G.  Mackay.  Minister  of  Health,  In 
charge. 

In  addition,  the  -  Province  is  pro 
viding  a  special  course  In  obsterict* 
for  nurses  who  will  agree  to  work  In 
outlying  districts.  For  this  purpose 
130.000  has  been  voted  In  the  health 
estimates.  While  no  provision  has 
yet  been  made  for  It.  Mr.  Mackay 
says  that  ultimately  It  la  hoped  to 
work  out  some  plan  of  providing  per- 
sons to  look  temporarily  after  fam- 
ilies when  the  mother  Is  sent  to  a 
maternity  hospital  from  settlers' 
homes  In  outlying  districts.

THE.  NEED  OF  WORK 


It  la  no  secret  to  the  public  that  the 
authorities  have  been  tar  too  alack  In 
putting  Into  efTect  a  policy  of  recon- 
struction, which,  when  all  la  said  and 
*dqne.  means  the  provlalon  of  aooh  em- 
ployment as  will  enable  repatriation 
to  be  accomplished  with  the  least  fric- 
tion. To  tide  over  the  transition  per- 
iod from  war  to  peace  It  Je  necessary 
to  seek  governmental  action.  One  of 
the  main  methods  to  provide  a  solu- 
tion Is  the  Inauguration  of  public 
works,  and  that,  we  believe.  Is  the 
policy  of  the  Federal  Government. 
The  polpt  Is  .that  those  public  works 
Have  not  yet  been  commenced,  nor 
will  the  money  for  them  be  available 
until  the  Supplementary  Hstlmatee.are 


arisen  which  call  for  the  provision  of 
employment  without  any  further  loss 
-of  time. 

Speaking,  locally  It  must  be  pointed 
,out  In  the  clearest  possible  fashion  to 
the  authorities — Federal.  Provincial 
and  Municipal— that  an  unemploy- 
ment situation  has  developed  in  Vic- 
toria. There  are  today  several  hun- 
dred men  out  of  work.  It  is  true  the 
*•  situation  has  been  aggravated  through 
the  launch  of  three  vessels  from  the 
Foundation  shipyards,  which  auto- 
matically led  to  unemployment  for  a 
number  of  the  shipyard  hands.  But, 
in  addition  to  this  phase  of  the  labor 
situation,  there  are  scores  of  returned 
soldiers  arriving  here  every  week  and 
to  absorb  these  new  work  will  HaV.  « 
be  found.  The  existing  sources  of  in- 
dustrial I  employment  are  full  up,  so 
that  new  sources  must  be  developed, 
and  because  of  the  dally  accession  to 
the  ranks  of  the  unemployed  tbeTJrob- 
lem  Is  one  the  authorities  flhould  solve 

and  solve  quickly. 

It  Is  suggested  that  In  the  Supple- 
mentary Kstimates  at  Ottawa  sT  sum 
will  be  included  for  the  building  of  a 
dry  dock  at  Esquimau,  but  that  con- 
struction will  not  be  commenced  this 
year  unless  labor  conditions  demand 
such  action. .  .We  can  inform  Ottawa 
now,  without  ftny  beating  about  the 
bush,  that  a  serious  situation  is  de- 
veloping which  calls  for  Immediate  ac- 

needed  as  part  of  a  national  policy  for 
both  naval"and  mercantile  marine  de- 
velopment. Construction  on  It  should 
commence  without  a  month's  delay/' 
because  It  would  be  a  considerable  fac- 
tor in  solving  the  unemployment  prob- 
lem that  has  developed. 

The  Dominion" Government  has  oth- 
er obligations  affecting  the  labor  prob- 
lem in  this  community.  It  has  an- 
nounced speedier  construction  work 
will  be  carried  out  on  the  Canadian 
Northern  Pacific  Railway,  but  we  see, 
little  indication  of  greater  activity.  It 
should  be  actively  engaged  in  dredging 
work  in  the  harbor."  It  has  come  to 
an'  agreement  with  the  City  and  the 
other  interested  parties  In  the  matter 
of  the  construction  of  the  Johnson 
Street  bridge,  an  undertaking  which, 
if  once  started,  would  employ  a  large 
number  of  hands.  Efforts  are  being 
made  to  lnduce*/he  Dominion  Govern- 
ment to  embark  on  a  policy  of  building 
wooden  ships  at  this  port  so  that  the 
Industry  will  not  end  with  the  com- 
pletion of  the  present  contract  for  the 
French  Government.  Upwards  of 
8.000  men  in  this  community,  who, 
with  their  families,  represent  perhaps 
9.000  or  10.000  of  the  population  of 
the  community,  have  became  depend- 
ent on  the  wooden  shlpwutfoing  In- 
dustry. It  Is  unfair  to  them  If  It  Is  to 
cease  as  suddenly  as  It  began.  This 
question  of  making  the  building  of 
wooden  ships  a  permanent  industry  on 
this  Coast  should  be  given  the  earnest 
consideration  of  the  Federal  authori- 
ties. Excellent  use  can  be  found  for 
such  ships,  the  employment  of  which, 
were  they  Federally-owned,  would  In- 
crease the  country's  commerce,  thus 
bringing  in  additional  revenue  and 
making  for  happier  labor  conditions, 
because  the  spectre  of  unemployment 
that  haunts  shipyard  workers  could  be 
banished. 

We  have  mentioned  a  few  of  the 
.matters  which  can  for  speedy  action 
«n  the  part  of  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment. The  Province  also  has  a  duty. 
It  should  by  this  time  have  mapped 
out  Its  road  work,  and  from  now  on 
be  finding  continuous  employment  for 
a  considerable  number  of  men.  The 
Industrial  Commissioner,  provided  for 
by  legislation  of  the  past  session, 
should,  be  appointed,  and  he  should 
get  to  work  Immediately  to  ascertain 
how  far  the  returned  soldier  problem 
out  be  solved  by  state  aid  being  given 
to  those  of  our  soldiers  who  desire  to 
embark  In  Industrial  enterprises.  We 
acknowledge  such  investigations  will 
take  time,  whloh  makes  It  all  the 
more  Imperative  the  commissioner 
should  be  appointed.  That  the  right 
man  Is  available  from  anion  t;  the 
ranks  of  the  returned  soldiers  them- 
selves there  Is  hardly  a  doubt  He 
should  be  at  work  new,  and  the  fl,- 
ooo.ooo  voisd  f 
should,  within  the  shortest 
time,  be  employed  In 
l«*of 


In  the  construction 
sua  Street — bridge. — for- 
Leglslature  haw  voted  1200,000.  We 
notice  Premier  Oliver  is  taking  the 
question  up  with  Mr.  E.  W.  Beatty. 
President  of  the  GP.IU  and  he  is 
adopting  the  right"  viewpoint.  What 
must  be  done  is*  to  get  engineers  from 
each  of  the  interested  parties  to  agree 
on  the  plans  for  the  bridge,  and  to  do 
so  by  drawing  them  up  In  collabora- 
tion. But,  pending  the  commence* 
ment  of  this  work  and  to  relieve  the 
situation  that  has  developed  locally, 
the  Government  sheuld  immediately 
embark  on  its  local  road  programme 
by  carrying  out*  extensive  repairs  to 
the  kalahat "highway,  which  to  one  of 
the  chief  scenic  drives  in  the  vicinity. 
We  might  also  point  opt  that  when 
the  Johnson  street  bridge  to  built  a 
main  thoroughfare  will  be  needed 
through  the  reserve  area  OS  link  up 
>he  bridge  with  the  Esquimau  road. 
We  -ftnow  of  no  reason  why  this  work 
should  not  be  commenced  at  this  lime 
through  an  arrangement  reached  by 
the  City  and  the  Government. 
■  The  municipality  has  also  certain 
obligations  in  this  time  of  reconstruc- 
tion and  It  to  the  authority  most  vi- 
tally interested  in  local  unemploy- 
ment, although  the  least  able  to  assist 
in  remedial  measures.  What  it  can 
do,  however,  should  be  done  without 
delay.  It  has  a  certain  programme 
>  of  road  improvements.  Included  in 
which  to  the  laying  of  a  permanent 
pavement  on  the  Esquimau.  Boad  be-

N.  RallWay  crossing.  We  see  nb  rea- 
son why  work  on  this  should  not  be. 
gin  at  once.  Other  minor  works 
whieh  It  can  Initiate  should  not  be 
shelved  from  month  to  month.  It 
shoutd  also;  owing  to  the  situation 
that  to  developing,  use  every  influence 
In  Its  power  to  arrive  at  a  speedy  con- 
clusion that  win  lead  to  the  building 
of  the  Johnson  Street  bridge.  The 
negotiations  regarding  this  have  been 
so  prolonged  that  people  are  com- 
mencing to  believe  the  whole  project 
Is  a  myth.  It  to,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
one  of  the  most  neoded  Improvements 
to  promote  -the  business  life  of  the 
community,  and  the  people  are  ready 
ut  any  moment  to  vote  the  mor.ey  to 
provide  the  city's  share  of  the  cost. 

Those  who  tfave  been  attracted  here 
by  industrial  enterprises  are  anxious 
to  remain  In  Vlossria>  but  they  cannot 
da  so  unless  work  for  them  to  pro- 
vided. Lack  of  work  will  breed  un- 
rest, and  be  used  as  a  weapon  by  agi- 
tators who  have  selfish  ends  to  serve. 
We  have  pleaded — and  so  has  every 
local  organization  devoted  to  progress 
— for,,  the  development  of  Industrial 
enterprise  in  our  midst.  It  has  come, 
and  now  the  problem  to  to  make  it 
permanent.  In  the  era  through  which 
wo  are  passing  this  will  mainly  be 
done  by  governmental  action,  and 
hence  the.  present  appeal.  And  gov- 
ernmental action  to  doubly  desirable 
owing  to  the  duty  which  the  people 
owe  to  the  returned  soldiers.  Work 
must  be  found  for  one  and  all,  and 
found  without  delay.  The  problem  of 
repatriation  to  one  for  every  person 
In  the  Dominion,  and  most  of  all  for 
those  who  the  people  have  elected  to 
represent  them  in  the  expenditure  of 
public  funds.  The  Dominion  and  Pro- 
vincial and  Municipal  Governments 
cannot  taks  too  speedy  action  to  sat- 
isfy the  wishes  of  the  people  who 
are  desirous  that  work  should  be 
avaUable  for  all.  It  to  only  in  that 
way  we  can  settle  down  into  a  pros- 
perous, happy  and  contented  com- 
munity. 
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"THE  WONDERFUL  SPIRIT" 

From  the  brief  account  received  by 
cable  it  would  appear  that  Sir  Doug- 
las Haig's  final  dispatch  on  the  war  Is 
easily  the  most  Interesting  of  all.  He 
says  that  the  feature  of  the* 
"which  to  the  historian  may  we! 
pear  most  noteworthy  to  the  creation 
of  the  new  British  Army  whloh  was 
successfully  built  up  In  the  very 
midst  of  war."  It  to  not  his  province 
to  show  how  this  was  due  to  the  shel- 
tering aegis  of  the  British  Navy,  al- 
though he  paid  his  tribute  to  that  in- 
strument, but  history  will  record  this 
and  show  how  it  was  naval  power 
which  made  victory  possible.  But  the 
record  of  the  army  Itself  to  an  achieve- 
ment, perhaps  the  greatest  in  military 
annals.  The  incomparable  fighting 
resources  of  the  personnel  were  main- 
tained throughout,  from  Mons  to 
Mons;  for  the  war  on  land  ended 
where  It  began  for  the  British  troops.

Illiteracy  constitutes  a  temptation 
to  crime,  especially  such,  as  petty 
theft,  burglary,  highjway  ^jSJSfy 
other  offences  against  rlroTJetty,  by 
depriving  Its  victims  ot  earning 
power,  both  as  to  rate  of  wages  and 
continuity  of  employment.  To  be 
completely  illuminating  It  would  be 
necessary  for  the  data  also  to  include 
Information  as  to  the  reasons  why 
the  prisoners  failed  to  obtain  Che  ne- 
cessary fundamentals  of  education.  It 
is  stated  in  general  terms  that  "many 
lacked  opportunity."  But  a  great 
many  more  were  tempted  away  from 
opportunity  by  evil  associates  or  un- 
wise counsellors.  Many  did  not  pos- 
sess mental  capacity  such  as  to  war- 
rant belief  that  they  would  have  been 
benefited  by  college  training,  but 
most  of  them  could  haze  been  self- 
supporting  by  well-directed  voca- 
tional instruction.  Ignorance,  in  the 
commonly  accepted  sense  of  the  term, 
seems  to  be  at  the  bottom  of  most  of 
the  crimes  for  which  penitentiaries 
have  to  be  maintained. — Portland 
Oregonian. 

Paris  of  the  Balkans 
The  sufferings  of  Roun.enla  In  the 
war  were  great  and  prolonged.  Out 
of  some  8,000,000  people,  more  than 
600,000  were  killed  In  battle  or  died 
of  disease,  and  the  Invaders  succeed- 
ed In  destroying  or  carrying  off 
much  of  the  moveable  wealth  of  the 
country  and  almost  all  the  rolling 
stock  of  the  railroads  which  was  ne- 
cessary for  food  relief.  Today  15,000 
tons  of  food  are  waiting  at  Constansa 
because  there  are  no  trains  to  take 
them  inland.  But  In  *pite  of  these 
troubles  the  spirit  of  Bucharest 
seems  to  be  the  same.  Some  ship- 
ments have  arrived  from  France. 
With  clothing  costing  J  2 50  a  suit, 
eggs  a  dollar  apiece,  a  cup  of  coffee 
a  dollar,  one  would  think  that  the 
precious  space  of  these  trains  would 
have  been  used  for  the  necessaries  of 
life.  And  they  were,  but  for  the- 
necessaries  of  life  as  Bucharest  sees 
them.  French  perfumes  and  silk 
stockings  were  brought  in  by  the 
carload,  the  populace  is  willing  to 
wait  for  food.  The  Paris  of  the  Bal- 
kans, if  one  may  still  appiy.that  term 
to  the  capital  of  a  people  which 
denies  that  It  belongs  to  the  Balkan 
system,  seems  to  have  the  same  tenT- 
perament  as  before  the  war. — New

Mr.  Raymur  said  he  was  given  the 
story  by  an  official  in  the  treasury 
department  who  handles  the  store 
licences.*' 

"The  Chinese  are  applying  for  more 
store  licences  just  now  than  during 
any  other  period  In  years,"  said  Mr. 
Raymur.  "I  am  told  that  a  wave  of 
gambling  that  has  no  comparison  In 
Victoria  is  passing;  over  Chinatown 
JUBt  now,  and  that  there  are  a  good 
many  Chinese  stores  tbat  sell  noth- 
ing but  lottery  tickets.  They  pur- 
chase licences  and  then  lay  in  a  few 
bottles  and  cans  so  that  they  can 
pass  a*  stores,  but  the  real  business 
is  based  on  the  gambling;  activity." 

Mr.  Raymur  said  that  a  white  man 
who  formerly  held,  public  office  in 
this  city  was  mentioned  aa  running 
the  whole  thing.

The  appointment  of  a  returned  sol- 
dier to.  the  office  of  Public  L'tllitlea 
Commissioner  as  well  as  returned 
men  to  other  offices  which  the  Gov- 
ernment must  fill,  such  as  the  Dep- 
uty—Minister  of  Industries,  wns  urged 
upon  Premier  Oliver  by  President 
Whittaker,  head  of  the  provincial 
branch  of  the  Great  War  Veterans* 
Association,  who  conferred  with  Hon. 
Mr.  Oliver  yesterday  morning  and 
discussed  a  number  of  matters  of  im- 
portance to  the  returned  men. 

President  Whittaker's  visit  to  the 
Premier  was  the  outcome  of  action 
taken  at  recent  meetings  of  the  Vet- 
erans' Association  *u  which  objection 
was  voiced  to  what,  It  was  declared, 
has  been  the  failure  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  place  returned  men  in  all 
positions  at  the  disposal  of  the  Gov- 
ernment. He  made  representations 
to  the  Premier  that  capable  veterans 
can  be  secured  to  hold  such  im- 
portant positions  as  the  above  and 
he  urged  that  in  making  the  appoint- 
ments first  consideration  should,  be 
given  to  the  claims  of  returned  men. 

Premier  Oliver  informed  Mr.  Whit- 
taker that  it  Is  the  policy  of  the 
Government  to  give  every  considera- 
tion to  returned  men  and  that  so  far 
as  the  office  of  Public  Utilities  Com- 
missioner 1b  concerned,  if  a  returned 
man  qualified  to  hold  the  position  is 
available  his  claims  for  the  position 
will  be  fully  considered. 

Mr.  Whittaker  also  discussed  with 
the  Premier  the  necessity  of  , ,  re- 
organizing the  Provincial  Returned 
Soldiers'  Aid  Commission  to  the  end 
that  more  effective  work  than  Is  now 
being  done  may  be  secured.  More 
returned  men  on  the  board,  and 
especially  representation  of  the  vet- 
erans on  the  local  committees,  was 
urged. 

Premier  Oliver  promised  that  full 
consideration  be  given  the  representa- 
tions made  by  Mr.  Whittaker.

Major  Best,  Who  Headed  Work 
in  France  During  War, 
Spoke  at  Dinner  Given  by 
Local  Organization. 


About  60  of  Victoria's  business  and 
professional  men  met  last  night  at 
dinner  In  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  headquar- 
ters hero  to  meet  and  hear  Major 
K.  Best,  head  of  the  Canadian  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  in  France  during  the  war  and 
now  acting  head  of  the  whole  system 
both  in  Canada  and  overseas.  With 
quiet  voice  and  earnest  manner,  and 
with  his  fact,  unhesitatingly  ready, 
the  speaker  outlined  the  work  of  the 
Red  Triangle. 

H«  gave  statistics  which  told  con- 
cisely the  Immensity  of  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  system.  Outside  of  Canada  there 
are  260  branches,  20  officers,  800 
non-commissioned  officers  and  men 
and  2,000  volunteer  workers. 

In  England  alone  during  1918  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  conducted  4,460  con- 
certs, 1,695  lectures,  6,160  moving 
picture  shows,  1.289  Bible  classes  and 
3,184  goodnight  services. 

Major  Beat  gave  the  figures  of  the 
expenditure  In  France  and  England 
during  the  last  year  as  follows:

Major  Best  told  how  the  militry 
organization  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  had 
grown  from  the  first  five  officers  Bent 
over  to  the  present  state.  The  Red 
Triangle  had  extended  around  the 
globe. 

The  Canadian  hut  built  on  the 
Strand,  London,  with  1,000  women 
volunteers,  serving  three  meals  a  day 
there  and  then  some,  stood  as  one  of 
the  finest  monuments  to  Canadian 
work  overseas. 

On  Vlmy  Ridge  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
had  25  huts  and  when  the  Canadians 
went  to  Amiens  all  these  had.  to  be 
left  and  tents  erected  on  the  new 
location.  The  Red  Triangle  followed 
the  Canadians  to  the  Rhine,  to  Pal- 
estine, to  Poland,  to  Roumanla,  to 
Siberia,  across  the  Pacific  on  troop- 
ships, across  Canada  on  troop  trains, 
and  across  the  Atlantic  on  tranports. 
It  circled  the  globe. 

"Something  doing  In  every  hut 
every  night"  was  whut  was  aimed 
at.  He  showed  to  what  a  won- 
derful extent  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  had 
developed  the  various  branches  of 
their  service — refreshment,  physical 
and  educational. 

"I  saw,"  said  Major  Best,  "on  tho 
door  of  a  Red  Cross  place  here  this 
|  sign:  The  war  is  over  and  our  work 
is  finished.'  Ours  is  not-  finished 
since  the  war  Is  over,  but  doubled. 
While  the  war  was  on  the  men  when 
not  fighting  were  being  trained  In  all 
available  time.  With  the  signing  of 
the  armistice  the  motive  was  gone 
and  time  hangs  heavy  on  their 
hands."  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  has  been 
overwhelmed  with  requests  to  enter- 
tain the  boys  and  keep  them  con- 
tent. 

"Let's  go  home.     Wo  came  over 
here  to  fight  and  not  to  be  soldiers." 
That  was  what  the  boys  said  when 
the  armistice  was  signed   and  they 
were  ordered  to  the  Rhine,  and  to 
keep   these   men   from   getting  too 
homesick  was  the  work  of  the  Red 
Triangle.    Preparations    were  made 
for  Christmas,     a     real  Christmas. 
There  were  on  hand  1,700  boxes  of 
Canadian  apples  and     50,000  plum 
puddings  from  Hamilton.    Dinger  ale 
by  the  thousands  of  bottles  was  ob- 
tained.    But  there  were  no  turkeys. 
All  the  turkeys  In  Northern  France 
had  been  eaten  and  the  railway  sys- 
tem was  so  disrupted  that  the  ones 
in  the  south  could  not  be  obtained. 
It  looked,  said  Major  Best,  as  if  the 
Christmas  would  be  minus  turkeys. 
Someone    got    an    Inspiration,  and 
three  motor  lorries  slipped  off  for 
Paris.     Then  someone     else  heard 
about  it,  and  soon  many  lorries  were 
headed  the  same  way.    Without  or- 
ders they  had  gone  for  turkeys.  The 
Paris  market  was  almost  ruined  and 
high  prices  were  paid,  but  the  Christ- 
mas was  real. 

Major  Best  stated  that  few  people 
out  here,  real  used,  the  welcome  which 
the  people  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
gave  the  'hdmecdihing  boys.  Half  the 
town  of  Monckton  and  a  citizens'  wel- 
come committee  met  every  train  that 
passed  through  with  soldiers. 

The  future 'plans  of  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  were  explained  by  the  speaker  and 
the  financial  situation  outlined.

Corps 'Receives  I.O.D.E.  Trophy 
for  Cadet  Championship  at 
Hands  of  Lady  Barnard- 
General  Leckie  Inspects, 


An  interesting  event  took  place  on 
Wednesday  afternoon  at  the  University 
School,  when  Lady  Barnard  presented 
the  cup  given  annually  by  the  Munici- 
pal Chapter  of  the  I.O.D.E.  of  Vancou- 
ver to  the  champion  cadet  corps  of 
British  Columbia. 

A  guard  of  honor  met  Lady  Barnard 
and  escorted  her  to  the  school.  The 
corps.  No.  170,  was  drawn  up  In  front 
of  the  school  and  on  the  arrival  of 
General  Leckle  the  busle  band  gave  the 
general  salute  with,  due  military  pre- 
cision. The  General,  accompanied-  by 
Lady  Barnard,  then  Inspected  the 
corps. 

The  inspection  was  followed  by  a 
short  address  by  the  headmaster,  in 
which  he  said  that  April  sth.  1919,  was 
a  red  letter  day  in  the  history  of  the 
University  School  Cadet  Corps,  No.  ITS. 
He  said  the  school  was  highly  honored 
that  Lady  Barnard  bad  consented  to 
make  the  presentation.  They  were  also 
honored  by  the  presence  of  General 
Leckle  and  so  many  Daughters  of  the 
Empire  and  friends  of  the  school. 

Mr.  Barnacle  apologised  for  the  delay 
in  the  presentation,  but  said  that  it 
had  been  impossible  last  term  owing 
to  the  influenza  epidemic.  He  wanted 
the  I.  O.  D.  E.  to  know  how  much  all 
the  cadet  corps  appreciated  their  gen->. 
erosity  and  interest  in  the  cadet  move- 
meat  He  explained  how  the  numbers 
and  efficiency  had  grown  since  the 
trophy  was  first  presented.  He  pointed 
out  the  value  of  the.  training  that  the 
cadets  had  received,  and  gave  their  own 
school  as  an  example.  During  the  late 
war  the  school  had  sent  some  260  Old 
to  the  front,  of  whom  well  over 
one  hundred  had  held  commissions.  He 
spoke  with  pride  of  the  record  of  these 
Old  Boys.  They  had  won  seventeen 
Military  Crosses,  three  Military  MedalB, 
one  D.S.O.,  one  Croix  de  Guerre,  and 
three  mentioned  in  dispatches. 

He  hoped  the  struggle  for  this  artis- 
tic trophy  would  long  continue,  and 
that  the  boys  of  the  University  School 
would  be  determined  to  come  out  on 
top.  . 

The  cup  was  then  presented  to  Cadet 
Capt.  Pelly  by  Lady  Barnard,  after 
which  General  Leckle  addressed  the 
^orps,  complimenting  them  on  their  ap- 
pearance and  record.  , 

The  corps,  with  the  band  leading, 
marched  past,  and  they  certainly  looked 
the  champions  they  are. 

Rev.  W.  W,  Bolton  then  wound  up 
the  ceremony  by  thanking  Lady  Bar- 
nard for  her  presence  that  day  and  by 
giving  some  very  appropriate  advice  to 
the  boys.  He  reminded  them  that,  al- 
though they  were  the  champions  for 
1818,  they  had  won  by  a  very  small 
margin.  It  would  be  necessary  to 
Struggle  more  than  ever  to  hold  their 
proud  position,  and  he  felt  sure  that 
the  present  ceremony  would  be  the 
greatest  incentive  to  them  in  the  work 
of,,  next  term.

Municipal  Council  Asked  to 
Take  Referendum  on  Ques- 
tion on  April  26— What 
Change  Involves. 


DUNCAN,  April  10. — A  petition  has 
been  received  by  the  Board  of  School 
Trustees  for  the  District  of  North 
Cowlchan  containing  some  174  signa- 
tures, asking  the  board  "to  take  what 
step*  are  necessary  to  secure  the  con- 
solidation of  the  Somenos  Quamlchan 
and  Maple  Bay  districts  with  the 
school  district  of  the  City  of  Duncan. 

As  the  districts  mentioned  in  the 
petition  form  a.  part  of  the  school 
district  of  North  Cowlchan,  this  can 
only  be  accomplished  by  a  consolida- 
tion of  the  whole  area  of  the  North 
Cowlchan  School  District  with,  the 
area  of  the  City  of  Duncan  School 
District.  R«  0 

In  considering  this  petition  the 
School  Board  decided  to  ask  the  Mu- 
nicipal Council  to  submit  the  ques- 
tion to  a  referendum  of  the  electors 
at  an  early  date,  which  has  been 
fixed  by  the  council  for  Saturday,  the 

whieh  the  electors  may  possibly  de- 
sire to  be  informed. 

(a)  Cost.  This  would  Involve  the 
transportation  of  some  60  additional 
pupils  to  the  city  schools.  Half  of 
the  cost  of  transportation  la  met  by 
tha  Provincial  Government  and  the 
other  half  by  the  taxpayers.  On  the 
basis  of  the  per  capita  cost  of  pupils 
already  attending  the  city  schools 
from  the  municipality  for  the  year 
IBIS,  plus  the  estimated  half  .of  trans- 
portation, the 'cost  would  amount  to 
1611  additional.  On  the  basis  of  the 
1 917  per  capita  cost,  plus  transporta- 
tion, the  cost  would  amount  to  $916 
additional.  In  order  to  provide  for 
contingencies,  such  as  extra  teachers' 
salaries,  or  the  transportation  of  ad- 
ditional pupils,  it  is  estimated  that 
the  sum  of  $2,000  should  be  allowed 
as  the  additional  cost  to  the  taxpay- 
ers of  the  municipality. 

(b)  Composition  of  the  Consoli- 
dated Board.  This  board  would  con- 
sist of  sx  members,  half  elected  from 
the  Municipality  of  North  Cowlchan 
and  half  from  the  City  of  Duncan. 

(o)  The  collection  of  taxes.  The 
Consolidated  Board  submits  its  esti- 
mates to  both  munloipal  councils  and 
the  rate  is  struck  by  each  council  on 
a  basis  to  be  agreed  upon,  either  on 
the  assessment  or  on  the  per  capita 
of    the  pupils  attending.

Scow  Lost  Half  Load  While 
Being  Towed— Cargo  Own- 
er Sues  for  Compensation- 
Wants  Towage  Charges, 


VANCOUVER.  April  10.  —  The 
story  of  how  the  crew  of  the  tug 
Canadian,  southbound  from  Lund 
with  two  acowi  of  shingle  bolts  in 
tow,  discovered  when  entering  the 
First  Narrows  at  4  a.m.  that  the  lead- 
ing scow  hud  lost  half  its  load  and 
was  in  danger  of  capsizing,  was  told 
before  Judge  Rugglea  this  morning. 
Y.  Fugii.  the  Japanese  logger,  who 
•hipped  the  bolts  to  Vancouver,  is 
suing  for  $«21.76  compensation  for 
the  lost  cargo,  while  Captain  H.  \>*11- 
bur.  owner  of  the  Canadian  is 
counter-claiming  for  $417  towage 
charge*. 

There  are  one  or  two  neat  points 
Of  law'  Involved  in  the  case,  one  of 
them  being  as  to  whether  towage 'can 
be  charged  for  the  whole  trip  or  only 
to  the  point  where  the  cargo  was 
lost,  while  the  general  question  ,  as  to 
whether  a  tugboat  hauling  a  scow 
is  a  common  carrier  is  also  being 
raised. 

The  defendant  claims  that  the 
scows  were  quite  seaworthy  and 
blames  the  plaintiff's  loading  system 
for  causing  Che  damage.  It  is  said 
that  heavy  bolts  -  weighing  as  much 
as  200  pounds  were  dropped  down  a 
shoot  upon  the  deck  of  the  scow. 
The  'suggestion  Is  that  a  hole,  was 
thus  punched  In  the  deck,  which  Vet 
In  .water  when  the  craft  struck  a 
heavy  sea  crossing  Howe  Sound. 

The  engineer  of  the  boat  explained 
to  Mr.  H.  B.  Robinson,  counsel  for 
the  owners,  that  the  tug  crew  did  not 
help  in  the  loading,  but  spent  their 
time  at  Lund  in  hunting. 

"Very  different  story  to  what  was 
told  us  in  the  masters  and  mates  en- 
quiry. Then  you  fellows  were  all 
agreed  that  you  worked  night  and 
day  and  never  had  a' minute  to  your- 
selves," commented  the  lawyer.

,  DALLAS.  Texas.,  April  10.— One 
hundred  known  dead  had  been  listed 
as  victims  of  the  tornado  which  yes- 
terday struck  Northern  Texas.  South- 
ern Oklahoma  and  parts  of  Arkansas 
when  order  began  to  be  reached  to- 
day. The  Injured,  some  of  them  so 
badly  hurt  that  they  cannot  recover, 
ere  expected  to  number  sevoral  hun- 
dred. The  property  damage,  while  it 
will  run  into  snaay  thousands  of  dol- 
lars, will  be  smaller  than  at  first  ex- 
pected, owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
path .  of  the  storm  avoided  all  the 
principal  cities,  striking  only  farm- 
houses and  smaller  villages. 

Last  night  the  homeless  were  cared 
for  by  their  neighbors.  The  storm  in 
its  erratic  course  did  not  devastate 
any  entire  regions,  often  leaving  sev- 
eral houses  untouched  and  then  dip- 
ping in  and  demolishing  the  next  few 
homes.  The  temperature  dropped  to 
freezing  along  the  northern  line  of 
counties  end  added  to  the  discomfort, 
but,  as  far  as  could  be  counted  up,  all 
of  those  whose  homes  had  been 
crushed  were  cared  for. 

The  oU  fields  of  Wichita  county  and 
of  Southern  Oklahoma  suffered  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  dollars'  damage  in 
wrecked  derricks  and  machinery.  The 
hour  at  which  the  storm  struck  prob- 
ably caused  the  high  death  rate  Nearly 
all  of  the  houses  .destroyed  contained 
sleeping  people.  In  most  cases  the  first 
the  occupants' heard  of  the  storm  was 
when  the  walls  crashed  down  upon 
their  beds.     .  »  . 

The  entire  storm  did  sot  last  mors 
than  an  hour  after  the  first  sign  ap- 
peared, leaving  wrecked  houses,  or- 
chards and  forests.  Many  communities 
flaaorjh.  it  as  not  more  than  a  few 
hundred  yards  in  width,  its  limits 
being  well  marked,  while  in  other  places 
a  swath  of  ruined  homes  and  fields  was 
a  mile  wide. 

A  plea  for  help  from  the*  storm  area 
has  been  received  here  by  Mayor  Frank 
W.  Wozencraft,  from  R.  C.  May,  mayor 
of  Leonard,  and  fifty  tents  and  a 
quantity  of  supplies 
that  town  at  once. 

DENVER.  April  10.— Railroad  and 
telegraph  companies  today  were  re- 
covering from  the  effect  of  the  snow 
and  sleet  storm  which  swept  the 
southern  Rock  Mountain  region 
Tuesday.  Trains  which  had  been  tied 
up  by  snow  blockade  in  Western 
Texas  and  New  Mexico  were  reported 
moving,  but  far  bhelnd  schedule.  The 
storm,  which  extended  south  as  far 
as  Mexico,  was  especially  severe  In 
New  Mexico^  where  the  snowfall 
varied  from  6  to  ttf  inches,  In  the 
Kansas  Valley  sheep  raisers  were  re- 
ported to  have  suffered  heavily.

LONDON.  April  10.  —  Herbert 
Hoover,  director-general  of  the  Inter- 
Allled  Relief  organisation,  has  re- 
quested Dr.  Friedtjof  Naenen,  head  of 
the  Norwegian  food  commission  to  the 
United  States,  to  become  chief  of  an 
international  commission  to  investi- 
gate the  possibility  of  feeding  Russia 
on  cessation  of  hostilities  in  Russia, 
according  to  a  dispatch  to  the  Ex- 
change Telegraph  Co.  from  Copen- 
hagen.

LEnFstCs  TO  THE  EDITOR 


Sir. — Some  folks  have  an  impres- 
sion that  Is  decidedly  erroneous, 
namely,  that  the  label  on  a  loaf  of 
bread  is  stuck  on;  the  fact  of  tha 
matter  la.  the  label  is  baked  on. 
There  la  no  glue  or  adhesive  matter 
used,  no  '•licking"  procedure  entered 
Into  by  the  manufacturer.  The  dry. 
clean  label  la  laid  under  the  dough  in 
the  pan  and  on  the  completion  of  the 
cooking  process  the  label  la  found 
baked  Into  the  crust. 

I  note  that  the  question  of  waste 
because  of  bread  labels  held  the  at- 
tention of  our  City  Council  last  even- 
ing. For  my  part.  I  favor  the  label. 
In  the  main  It  tells  the  origin  of  the 
loaf  and  gives  its  weight,  two  very 
Important  items  to  the  consumer. 
Some  people  prefer  a  certain  brand 
of  bread,  which  without  the  label 
might  be  difficult  to  distinguish  until 
served  at  the  table.  And  the  weight, 
over  the  name  of  a  responsible  baker, 
leaves  no  doubt  In  one's  mind  as  to 
the  amount  of  bread  received  for  the 
price  paid. 

Aa  to  the  waste  referred  to  by  cut- 
ting away  tha  label,  or  the  idea  that 
"some  dirty  Chink"  has  affixed  the 
same  by  the  postage  stamp  method,  is 
abaurd.  Surely  the  ten  men  and  our 
Mayor,  who  guide  the  city's  destinies, 
should  ob.iorve  at  a  glance  such  ridi- 
culous suggestions  and  give  them 
"short  shift." 

The  waste,  to  my  mind,  is  practic- 
ally nil.  All  the  bread  that  Is  cut  off 
with  the  label  in  my  domestic  sphere 
Is  not  any  thicker  or  larger  than  the 
label  Itself,  and  in  many  cases  the 
label  will  come  off  clean.  Chinamen 
are  not  employed  in  good-class  bak 
erles,  at  least,  not  in  the  mixing  de- 
partment; therefore,  that  any  one  of 
them  should  be  used  as  a  "sponge"  is 
out  of  the  question.  Moreover,  the 
insinuation  of  such  a  custom  is  cer 
tainly  no  compliment  to  Victoria's 
numerous  and  apparently  capable 
purveyors  of  the  "staff  of  life."

Prohibition 

Sir, — Mr.  Spencer  Hankey's  letter 
in  your  issue  of  last  Monday  is  a 
clear  enunciation  of  the  platform  of 
the  Moderation  League,  and  should 
be  studied  find  its  principles  adopted 
by  every  wholesome-minded  well 
built  man. 

The  fanaticism  of  the  tea-totaller 
is  no  new  disease.  History  repeats 
Itself.  It  was  thus  in  the  days  of 
George  the  First,  when  the  preval- 
ence of  gin  drinking  in  London  was 
thought  to  be  due  to  the  cheapness 
of  spirits  and  the  numerous  public 
houses  in  the  streets.  The  ministry  of 
that  day  sought  a  remedy  by  passing 
a  stringent  act  prohibiting  the  use  of 
spirituous  liquor  altogether  except  for 
medicinal  use.  This  had  an  effect  ex- 
actly opposite  to  that  Intended,  and 
encouraged  the  odious  informer  to 
seek  out  the  smallest  sale  of  liquor 
for  the  sake  of  sharing  the  penalty. 
The  Imposition  of  penalties  in  no 
way  affects  the  appetite  of  necessity 
for  spirituous  liquor;  It  simply  in 
creases  the  demand  and  induces 
breaches  vf  the  law;  It  did  not  in 
London  even  reduce  the  production, 
for  in  those  two  years  of  prohibition 
seven  million  gallons  were  consumed 
annually  with  a  corresponding  in- 
crease of  crime.  At  the  end  of  two 
year  this  Act  was  modified  with  im- 
proved results.  A  dry  argument! 
This  Is  all  tending  the  same  way 
here,  but  the  results  will  be  ten 
times  worse  if  drugs  and  essences 
take  the  place  of  wholesome  liquor. 
Prohibition  has  served  an  excellent 
purpose  at  a  special  time;  checked 
and  possibly  eradicated  a  growing 
ovil. 

Let  the  government  control  the 
manufacture  of  good  sound  whole- 
some spirituous  and  other  liquors; 
control  also  the  distribution  and  sale 
at  fair  and  reasonable  prices  and  in 
convenient  manner  as  suggested  "by 
the  Moderation  League;  close  down 
the  bars  or  drinking  in  places  of  pub- 
lic resort  except  hotels  and  other 
dining  rooms  and  punish  nil  abuse 
and  disorderly  conduct  in  an  exem- 
plary manner  without  fear  or  favor. 

Whisky  is  no  food  in  itself  but, 
like  curry,  It  odds  a  sest  to  a  meal, 
makes  the  meal  more  palatable, 
wholesome  and  nutritious.  The  strew 
of  dally  life  render  this  necessary  to 
large  numbers,  especially  elderly  per- 
sons and  to  those  not  robust  or  tem- 
porarily or  otherwise  under  par.  It 
is  an  Insult  to  the  manhood  of  any 
freeborn  Briton  to  be  limited  to  "two 
ounces  twice  a  day  in  water"!  We 
were  limited  during  war  time  to  ra- 
tions of  sugar,  flour,  bread,  meat,  etc., 
also  whisky  and  beer.  With  peace 
these  restrictions  have  been  removed. 
Let  the  Government  by  Order-In- 
Council  reduce  the  restrictions  on 
needful  liquor  to  conform  with  rea- 
son and  common  sense.

Sir — May  I  again  encroach  on  your 
paper  for  space  to  reply  to  your  cor- 
respondent, Mr.  Greenlaw's  letter  of 
even  date.

other  form  of  "experienced"  labor 
that  a  stevedore  may  be  called  on  to 
perform.  Let  me  tell  Mr.  Greenlaw 
that  it  Is  with  extreme  pride  that  I 
tell  him  that  a  good  stevedore  is"  ths 
man  who  has  to  "possess  certain 
qualifications"  (not  necessarily  to 
"graduate  from  a  sapors'  college  or 
pass  through  a  strenuous  course  of 
training")  but  rather  the  result  of 
by  various  ways. 
Tour  correspondent  says  be  Is  an 
old  ex-stevedore.  If  he  is,  may  I  ask 
him  a  few  questions?  Has  ha  ever 
heard  of  Instances  where  seamen 
have  during  a  ship's  voyage  at 
been  called  out  time  and  again  to 
go  down  into  ships'  holds  to  "testow 
cargo"  that  has  been  handled  by  In- 
experienced stevedores  that  at  the 
first  move  af  tha  ship  at  asa  have  Im- 
periled not  only  tha  ship  bat  alas 
tha  lives  of  the  passengers  and  crew 
?  Again,  has  h«  never  been  In 
Alp's  hold  and  sesa  the 


nate  in  either  total  disablement  for 
life  or  in  many  eases  instantaneous 
death.  Just  due  to  the  fact  that  tha 
whole  cause  was  because  ho  did  not 
understand  his  Job? 

It  would  take  far  too  muoh  space. 
Mr.  Editor,  for  m«  to  give  Mr.  Green- 
law Instances  of  men's  lives  being 
ruthlessly  sacrificed  through  the  em- 
ployment of  men  who  "fancy"  they 
are  stevedores,  but  "fancy"  goes  •> 
long  way  sometimes.  I  maintain.  Mr. 
Editor,  that  to  perform  his  work 
properly  a  stevedore  has  to  learn  Just 
as  much  in  proportion  to  the  work 
aaalgned  him  as  any  other  worker, 
be  he  engineer,  lawyer,  carpenter, 
etc..  each  U  compelled  to  know  his 
work,  and  the  knowledge  la  only 
gained  by  training  and  experience. 
In  his  remarks  about  Australia  being 
a  wonderful  country,  no  more  won- 
derful than  this,  Mr.  Greenlaw.  Where 
I  am  told  that  six  men  do  tho  work 
of  30  "Loyalists."  No  need  to  go  to 
the  Antipodes  for  that.  Your  local 
■■stevedores"  crafted  a  record  In 
"handling"  cargo  only  a  few  days 
ago,  but  I  know  of  no  records  per- 
formed by  "Loyalists"  (or  to  givs 
them  their  real  name  'Scabs")  neither 
here.  In  Australia,  nor  in  any  other 
place  on  the  face  of  the  globe. 

Far  from  regretting  my  statements 
made  in  my  letter  of  the  tth.  1  re- 
joice to  And  that.  I  have  found  one 
of  the  men  who  goes  around  and  la 
employed  by  "ships'  officers"  to  per- 
form work  that  probably  did  not  call 
for  "experienced"  labor,  or  was  prob- 
ably due  to  a  shortage  of  labor  at 
the  time  of  which  your  correspondent 
speaks.  In  conclusion  to  his  ques- 
tion of  have  I  ever  worked  In  the 
"hold?"  Yes.  Mr.  Greenlaw.  I  am  a 
"sailor,"  and  If  you  say  you  are  an 
ex-stevedore,  and  "readily  admit  there 
are  some  expert  sailors  who  make 
splendid  stevedores"  1  deign  to  class 
myself  as  one  of  them,  who  has 
worked  not  only  a  thousand  miles 
from  here,  but  In  "ships'  holds"  all 
over  this  funny  old  globe.  In  all  tem- 
peratures and  all  weathers  obtainable, 
my  most  important  experience  of 
"handling  cargoes"  being  mostly 
caused  through  being  culled  upon  to 
"restow"  cargoes  loaded  by  inexperi- 
enced or  "scub  laborites,"  but  never 
In  my  27  years  of  "seagoing"  life 


have  I  ever  had  occasion  to  "restow" 
where  "organl'/;ed  labor"  has  been 
employed.

While  congratulating  Messrs.  Keene 
and  McCorklndale  on  thoir  skill  in 
argument  and  the  flnesso  of  their 
wit,  the  writer  espouses  the  cause 
rather  than  endorses  the  logic  of  the 
livo  but  Irrepressible  champion  of 
Prohibition. 

Both  sides  have  cited  the  letter  ot 
Scripture,  and  discussion  has  dark- 
ened counsel  with  a  multitude  of 
words  on  the  meanings  of  Individual 
phrases  in  the  Bible.  But  to  all  who 
seriously  take  the  Bible  aa  the  Word 
of  Ood  and  u  guide  for  their  man- 
ner of  life  St.  Paul's  exhortation  in 
I.  Cor.  viii.  13,  should  bo  sufficient: 
"Wherefore  if  meat  make  my  brother 
to  offend  I  will  eat  no  flesh  whllo 
the  world  standeth  lest  I  make  my 
brother  to  offend."  Supposing  A.  B 
and  C  are  three  men  who  can  take 
their  liquor  in  moderation,  but  D 
cannot  and  D's  wife  and  family  aro 
suffering,  and  D  himself  is  ruining 
body  and  soul,  then  It  is  not  a  ques- 
tion of  G,  H,  etc.,  making  A,  B  und 
C  give  up  their  liquor,  but  It  is  a 
question  of  A,  B  and  C  being  big 
enough  to  give  up  what  is  merely  a 
luxury  to  them  for  the  sake  of 
their  weaker  brother  D  and  his  de- 
pendents. Much  capital  Is  made  out 
of  the  Idea  that  it  is  insulting  re- 
turned soldiers  to  deprive  them  of 
their  liquor,  but  it  is  more  of  an  In- 
sult to  these  men  who  have  » been 
willing  to  lay  down  their  Uvea  for 
others  to  think  that  they  would  bo 
unwilling  to  give  up  their  liquor  for 
others,  especially,  as  in  many  cases, 
women  and  children  are  the  Indirect 
sufferers. 

One  of  the  most  telling  arguments 
for  Prohibition  that  the  writer  has 
ever  heard  was  that  T.  Eaton  stated 
that  his  trado  In  children's  clothing, 
boots,  stockings,  etc,  was  increased 
to  a  marked  degree  after  Ihe  advent 
of  Prohibition  In  Manitoba.  This 
calls  for  reflection  rather  than  com- 
ment. 

In  the  face  of  this  reasoning  the 
Moderatlonlst  must  stand  convicted 
at  least  of  selflshnes  and  furthermore 
he  places  htmsell  on  the  same  aids 
of  the  fence  as  the  out    and  out 


liquor  gang  who  are  openly  out  to 
make  money  even  If  it  be  out  of  th« 
very  lives  and  souls  of  their  men, 
women  and  child  victims. 

Trusting  this  letter  will  help  a 
good  cause,  even  If  it  does  provide  a 
new  anvil  on  which  Messrs.  Keens 
and  McCorklndale  may  sharpen  their 
wits.

ANCHORED  OUT  UNTIL  MORNING 


To  Mrs.  John  Hart  fell  the  honor 
of  christening  the  Mulhouse,  and  she 
successfully  broke  the  traditional 
symbol  of  sponsorship  over  the  steel- 
faced  bow  as  the  big  hull  moved  off 
at  the  signal  from  Works  Manager 
Thompson.  Just  before  the  launching 
took  place  the  rain  stopped  and  the 
crowd  ceased  struggling  with  um- 
brellas In  the  wind  to  cheer  the  Mul- 
house as  she  took  her  dip. 

Owing  to  the  high  wind  blowing, 
the  management  decided  yesterday 
morning  to  cancel  the  launching,  but 
shortly  before  the  time  set  for  the 
event  plans  were  changed.  Hard  work 
prepared  the  hull  in  a  very  short, 
time  and  she  got  away  25  minutes 
after  the  schedule.

The  old  sloop-of-war  Algerine  Is 
now  being  converted  Into  a  salvage 
vessel  by  the  British  Paoino  Salvage 
Company  at  its  dock  in  the  Inner 
Harbor.  The  company  will  refit  the 
boat,  and  before  she  is  ready  for  use. 
between  forty  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars will  have  been  spent  upon  her. 

The  Algerine  was  secured  from  the 
Government  by  the  salvage  company 
a  short  time  ago  after  tenders  had 
been  called  for.  The  war  craft  had 
been  lying  Idle  In  Esquimau  Harbor 
for  a  long  time,  having  passed  into 
disuse. 

When  the  vessel  has  been  rebuilt 
inside  and  the  necessary  equipment 
put  aboard,  Manager  Burdlck,  of  the 
salvage  company,  states  that  there 
will  not  be  a  better  equipped  salvage 
boat  In  the  world.  She  will  have  a 
couple  of  the  new  electric  submers- 
ible pumps  and  every  other  appliance 
that  has  proved  of  value  In  the  work' 
of  salvage. 

The  brass  fittings  have  been,  taken 
off  the  Algerine  by  the  salvage  com- 
pany's men  and  sold.  A  gang  of 
workers  are  now  busy  on  the  vessel 
converting  her  for  her  new  work.  She 
will  be  ready  in  from  two  to  three 
months  and  in  time  to  look  after 
marine  troubles  of  next  winter. 

The  Algerine  can  make  fourteen 
knots,  considerably  faster  than  any 
previous  boat  operated  by  the  Pacific 
Salvage  Company.  Manager  Burdlck 
states  that  the  craft  will  make  that 
speed  when  on  urgent  business,  al- 
though her  economical  sea  speed  Is 
about  ten  knots. 

The  sldBp-of-war  was  fitted  for 
sailing  as  well  as  steaming,  and  her 
bowsprit  gave  her  a  yacht-like  ap- 
pearance. The  sprit  will  be  \aken  off 
and  the  masts  changed,  but  the  In- 
teresting figurehead  of  an  Algerine 
that  adorns  the  bow  will  continue  to 
guard  the  vessel's  path,  giving  a  pic- 
turesque touch  to  the  businesslike, 
severe  appearance  of  the 
sides. 

The  salvage  company  will  now  have 
the  Algerine,  the  Alaskan,  the  Tees 
and  the  Santa  Crus  for  salvage  work, 
and  the  latest  boat  will  be  the  fast- 
est and  most  complete  of  them  all. 

Manager  Burdlck  yesterday  stated 
that  his  firm  looked  forward  to  a 
great  Increase  In  shipping  on  the 
Pacific,  and  it  was  this  that  prompt- 
ed an  increase  of  the  fleet.  Victoria 
was  the  logical  point  on  the  Coast 
for  a  salvage  station.

VANCOUVER,  April  10.— No  frozen 
provisions  were  brought  from  New 
Zealand  by  the  Canadian -AostraUmlan 
Royal  Mail  liner  Makura.  which 
docked  at  Pier  A  at  8  o'clook  this 
morning  because  of  I.W.W.  trouble  at 
the  abattoir,  according  to  information 
obtained  on  the  ship  this  morning. 
Usually  the  ships  of  this  line  bring 
large  quantities  of  frozen  provisions 
from  the  great  food-producing  coun- 
try of  New  Zealand,  and  there  was  a 
large  quantity  to  come  on  the  Ma- 
kura, but  because  of  labor  troubles 
arising  just  as  she  docked  to  load, 
there  were  none  taken  this  trip.  It 
was  believed  that  even  should  the 
abattoir  manage  to  get  the  freight  to 
the  wharf  there  would  be  difficulty 
with  the  longshoremen,  and  conse- 
quently the  vessel  sailed  without. 

Another  feature  of  conditions  on 
the  Pacific  Is  that  200  passengers 
,  wishing  to  reach  America  are  strand- 
ed at  Honolulu  awaiting  ships  that 
can  give  berth  space.  The  Makura 
filled  up  to  capacity  at  that  port,  tak- 
ing 60  passengers,  and  200  were  left 
for  the  first  vessel  bound  for  America 
that  will  be  able  to  accommodate 
them.  , 

Influenza  is  bad  in  Australia,  It  is 
reported,  and  is  about  dying  down  in 
New  Zealand,  though  during  the  time 
the  latter  country  was  suffering  with 
the  plague  there  were  eome  6,000 
deaths.  The  Makura  did  not  touch 
at  Australian  ports  this  voyage,  leav- 
ing New  Zealand  direct  for  Canada. 
She  stopped  at  Suva  and  took  passen- 
gers, but  no  one  was  allowed  on 
shore,  as  Suva  authorities  consider 
Auckland  an  infected  port  and  no  one 
is  allowed  to  land  from  infected 
ports  unless  they  have  been  eight 
days  at  sea.  Suva  suffered  dreadfully 
from  an  Influenza  plague  which  visit- 
ed there  some  months  ago.  It  Is 
practically  clear  now.
